They 
wanted me as a Greek player, so I put some 
effort into getting Greek citizenship, but that 
would have involved national service. What’s 
more, they didn’t want to release me for Aus- 
tralian national team duty. All that and the 
fact that I still have six months of my sports 
administration course to run at the Sports In- 
stitute, prompted me to come back. 


“I've changed my attitude a bit now. I 
wanted to play full-time, but I now tend to 
think it’s better to cultivate something outside 
soccer to secure my future.”

foreign players. 

Banovic was born in Yugoslavia, but 
came to Australia with his parents at the 
age of eight, and went to England on an 
Australian passport. 

Back home now on a free transfer, Ba- 
novic aims to fight his way back into the 
national team, for which he played six 
games n 1980, against Northern Ireland, 
AC Milan, Tahiti, New Hebrides, Papua 
New Guiea and New Caledonia. 

“I’ve proved to myself that I can play at 
top level in Europe. Now I want to play in 
the World Cup for Australia,” he said. 

Banovic's early progress with Derby 
County was hampered a leg infection 
which kept him out of action for more than 
four months. He then played 48 senior 
games for Derby, with some spectacular 
success. 

In the 1981-82 season for example, Steve 
Buckley beat Banovic by only one point in 
Derby’s player of the year vot al- 
though Banovic had played in only 28 of 48 
matches. 

And he also won a “‘save of the season”’ 
competition, judged by Gordon Banks. 

“It was televised all over Britian and 
Europe,”’ Banovic remembers. ‘The 
game was against Leicester City at Lei- 
cester. A corner came across, it was 
headed by Larry anf and then it was 
headed again by Gary Lineker, forcing me 
to change direction. The ball was going 
into the top corner, but I managed to 
reach it and tip it on to the crossbar."’ 

Banovic decided to leave Derby after 
the club had been relegated to the Third 
Division. He turned down offers from 
Cyprus, Finiand, Belgium, the U.S., Eng- 
lish club Coventry City and his former 
club, Heidelberg-Alexander, to join Mel- 
bourne Croatia. 

Banovic's debut for Derby couldn’t have 
been more spectacular. Thrashed 6-] by 
Watford the previous week, Derby, with 
Banovic almost unbeatable in goal, beat 
league leader Sheffield Wednesday 3-1. 

His team mates at Derby included Scot- 
tish internationals John Robertson and 
Archie Gemmill, England internationals 
Dave Watson, Dave Swindiehurst, Roy

It was his Australian rules experience 
that helped make him a first-class 
goalkeeper. 

After playing for Croatia-Whyalla, he 


was signed by Croatia Adelaide which 
flew him back and forth from Whyalla to 
play in South Australian State League 
matches. 


Later, he attended teacher’s college in 
Adelaide, before spending eight months 
with Metros Croatia in Canada. 


From there he joined Melbourne 
Croatia and played in its 1978 State League 
championship-winning side. 

After representing Victoria against 
Wisla Crakow, South Australia, Partizan 
Belgrade, AEK Athens and New York 
Cosmos, Banovic decided to step up to the 
NSL and transferred to Heidelberg-Alex- 
ander for $15,000. Later he also played for 
Victoria against Red Star, South Australia 
and AC Milan.

Kibret and the Wondimu brothers fled Ethiopia 
in April, 1983. They went to Mauritius, leaving 
behind a country ravaged by years of civil war and 
Somali incursion. Kebede also fied Ethiopia last 
year and went to Mauritius. 

All four arrived in Australia.‘on May 19 this year, 
with visas carrying the stamp of the Australian 
High Commission in Nairobi. 

Ermias and Solomon Wondimu registered as 
amateur players with Victorian Provisional League 
club South Dandenong In May. Their registration 
forms, lodged at Soccer House, stated that they 
had no previous club. 

Kibret and Kebede registered with Ringwood 
Wilhelmina on June 15. No previous clubs were 
named in their registration forms. The Wondimu 
brothers transferred to Wilhelmina on June 26.

Cicolani may 
fry Lazio

Mario Cicolani could be leaving Fawkner 
at the end of this season and heading to 
Italian First Division club Lazio for a trial. 


“I’m really curious to tind out what it’s like in Italy. I've 
heard so much about the standard there, even of the young 
players. it’s supposed to be tremendous,” said the 16-year- 


old striker. 

Cicolani may take to Italy his record scoring feat in the 1984 
Armstrong Cup as a reference. He scored five goals against 
Albion Rovers two months ago. ‘ 

His first taste of senior soccer at Fawkner was in the 1983 
Coppa Italia when he came on as a substitute in the 1-0 win 
over Brunswick Juventus. : 

He played for the last 15 minutes of Fawkner's 5-1 State 
League win against Knox city last month. 

“T was really nervous when I came on. I didn’t get a touch 
for about five minutes, which didn’t help, but once I got the 
ball I settled down. Actually, I had a good chance to score but 
I blew it.’” 

Cicolani, who joined Fawkner last year from Meadow 
Park, scored seven goals in his first season. He’s scored 10 
league goals in the reserves this season. 

Claude Karlovic coached Cicolani in Fawkner’s reserves 
last year. ‘ 

“Claude was a good coach. He was really straight- 
forward.”’ 

Billy Milne is coaching the reserves this year. 


“Billy’s really fair, just like Gus Macleod (the first team 
coach). It’s hard for Billy, because players keep coming and 
going from the seniors but we've got a really good chance now 
of winning the reserves championship and we're going to have 
@ go at it. : 

“With Gus, I realise that he’s aiming to win State League 
and to take the club into the National League next season. 
That’s why he’s had to pick his best and most experienced 
players. Even so, guys-like me, John Dicecho, Paul Chivale 
and Frank Sabbatino have been given a go by Gus, which is 
tremendous.” . 


Cicolani was born in-Australia, His parents are Italian and 
the Cicolani family moved to Italy in 1979. Mario played for 
Bravetta, a junior club in Rome. 

The family returned to Austriaia in 1979,and Mario joined 
Meadow Park in 1980, switching from defence to attack. He 
spent three years there, making his senior debut when he was 
just 14. 

Mario isn’t one of many developing players burdened by the 
pushy parent syodrome, . 

“My father really encourages me. He’s not one of those 
parents who pushes his son too much. He goes to all my 
games. Anyway, if he didn’t, who else would drive me 
there?’ he quipped. 





South Melbourne Hellas will push the 
National League to run a First and Second

“Travel costs would be covered by the $20,000 affiliation fee 
paid by each club,”’ said Hellas president Leo Anezakis. 

He estimated that each club in the First Division would be up 
for only $16,000 in interstate travel costs for the year. 

“Because the league season would be shorter, we could run the 
National Cup the way it is supposed to be run,’’ Anezakis said. 

“We could have a Cup round every two months, for example, 
and we could run the semi-finals and final at the end of the year, 
after the league is finished.”

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How much should 
you train? It’s a 
question of vital 
interest to young and 
old players, who 
need also to know 
how much rest they 
require between 
training sessions. 

In any sport, you must have 
hard training sessions where 
you put all-out effort into your 
training sessions and where 
you sweat until] you’re ex- 
hausted. 

Then, you need easy ses- 
sions where you train at a re- 
laxed pace, for you can benefit 
from the hard work-outs only 
if you allow your muscles time 
to recover.

ered properly, they will dete- 
riorate. 

I'm not trying to set myself 
up as a coach, but merely to 
put forward some helpful hints 
for young players. 

Overtraining can be a 
Serious problem because it can 
cause soreness, stiffness, 
heavy legs, fatigue and slug- 
gishness, 

On the emotional side, you 
can develop loss of mterest 
and a don‘t-care attitude, so I 
suggest that younger players 
who are doing the right type of 
training with their clubs, 
proce do any extra on top 
of it.

John Xipolitas 
stomach, you'll probably get 
stomach cramps during play. 

He advises that you should 
allow three to four hours for 
your stomach to empty before 
you play a match. 

On the subject of what you 
should eat, Miller says you 
should satisfy the following re-

e The meal should be high 
in carbohydrates — e.g. bread, 
spaghetti, potato, fruit; 

e@ It should contain only a 
small amount of protein-rich 
food like chicken, steak or 
eges; 

e@ You should take three 
glasses of liquid:

Melbourne Croatia and Sydney Croatia face testing matches 
against Makedonia and Sydney Hakoah respectively on Sunday, 
while the postponed match between Canberra Arrows and Foot- 
scray J.U.S.T. has been scheduled for Saturday, August 18. 

J.U.S.T. and Canberra will play each other twice that weekend — 
in Canberra on the Saturday and in Melbourne on the Sunday. That was 
thought to be the best solution, as it won't disadvantage One team more 
than the other. 

Their match was scheduled for last Sunday, but it was called off be- 
cause the Bruce Stadium pitch was badly affected by heavy rain. 

Makedonia staged a near-unbelievable comeback in ham- 
mering Penrith 6-0 at Connor Reserve last Sunday, and now 
fancies its chances of knocking off high-flying Melbourne Croatia, 
although Manfred Schaefer, the coach of Sydney Olympic which 
was beaten 2-1 by Croatia last Sunday, rates Croatia so highly that 
he believes it can win the National Conference championship. 


Makedonia coach Frank McAleer meanwhile reinstated that four-man 


midfield combination which features Graham Heys and George Camp- 
bell as deap-lying wingers. Although it proved risky at the start of the 
season because it is light in defensive qualities, it worked like a charm 
against Penrith, and so McAleer is likely to stick with it. 

Hence, both teams will play the same way, as Croatia uses Josip 
Biskic and Steve Gojevic as deep-lying wingers. 

It should be a hell of a game, but you'd have to lean towards Croatia 
which is undefeated in 12 consecutive games now. : 

Vedran Rozic, Zeljko Jurin and Emil Dragicevic give Sydney 
Croatia one of the most star-studded teams in the league, but I 
doubt it can match the cohesion and tackling power of Sydney 
Hakoah when they clash at the Sydney Ahtletic Field on Sunday. 

Bruno Vidaic and John Kosmina should have a hell of a battle, and 
Hakoah’s prospects will be even stronger if Jim Cant, Willie Murray and 
especially Gerardo Gomez, return to the side. 

It's a week in which Hakosh could further stretch its lead at the top 
of the ladder. as second-placed APIA faces a hard match against St. 
George Budapest. Should David Ratcliffe’s defence hold APIA to a draw, 
Hakoah could find itself at least seven points clear at the top. 

And so the major points of interest are the three-way struggle 
between Heidelberg, Hellas and Croatia at the top of the National 
Conference ladder, George Cross’s battle against relegation and 
the fight for the “minor” places in the top five of each confer- 
ence. 

Juventus strengthened its place in the National Conference top five by 
beating Marconi 1-0 last Sunday, despite the presence of reserves Savas 
Sagiam, Reno Minichiello and goalkeeper George Martin, but it lost to 
Footscray J.U.S.T. earlier in the year and seems doomed to defeat once 
more when they meet in the return round at Schintler Reserve. 

With Dragon Lacmanovic fully fit again, J.U.S.T. will miss only Kyri 
Kyriakouleas who is injured, but the tight-marking game of Juventus 
coach John Margaritis will be difficult to counteract nonetheless. 

Brisbane City’s hold on fifth place is much more tenuous. It meets 
Penrith in Sydney, and even a draw won't be enough to protect its place 
in the five, as four teams are only a point behind Brisbane City.

The Sydney club's humble beginnings, which 
eventually led to the pinnacle of soccer in this 
country. were at Rushcutters Bay and Queens 
Park in the eastern suburbs, where they fielded a 
team in a business houses competition. 

The club was led during these early pioneering 
days first by Karl Raymond and later by Sigi 
Dukes, 

And who were the members of the first squad in 
1939? L. Ader, K. May, A. Ert, A. Landman, A. 
Hammerman, J. Ackerman, W. Gross, C. May, J. 
Harris, A. Hillman, P. May, B. Model, D. Meisner 
and A, Jaffe. 

Those were days of struggle and hardship, with 
most of Hakoah’s immigrant players having 
trouble getting away from their jobs on Saturdays 
in time for the kick-off 

Hakoah's early activities were nipped in the bud 
with the outbreak of World War II. 

The life and death struggle against the total- 
itarian menace saw most of the club’s members 
enlist in the armed forces, while the others 
formed wartime teams in conjuction with local 
Greek and Italian settlers, playing occasional 
matches against Australian servicemen’s teams. 

There was even an international flavor to these 
fixtures, with several Hakoah players taking part 
in a memorable match against an accomplished 
team of Royal Navy crewmen from Britain. 

Hakoah was reborn on a properly organised 
basis after the war, when two teams were entered 
in the Sydney Metropolitan League. 

The new president of the club was Dr G. Geold- 
bert (1946), later succeeded by Hans Klimt, Henry 
Strykowski and Fritz Weiss. 

Successes on the field led to promotion into 
Second Division, serving first notice on the soccer 
authorities that Hakoah was to become a power in 
Aussie soccer. 

Being president at that time had its onerous 
side, such as collecting the dirty gear after each 
match and taking it home for the club's “‘first 
lady"" to wash — and there were no washing ma- 

chines to do the work, either. 

But involvement with the club had its rewards 
too, in the form of companionship and a strong 
team spirit, which could serve as an example to 
many of today’s pampered stars, here and over- 


seas. 

Most of the Hakoah social life centred around a 
rumpus room in the back of a private cottage in 
Penkivil Street, Bondi — a far cry from today’s 
multi-million dollar premises at Hall Street. 

Hakoah's successes multiplied on the playing 
field. Having won Second Division, the Jewish 
club was promoted into the top grade of the Met- 
ropolitan League — followed by the big break- 
through of 1954. ' 

In that year Hakoah was accepted into the 
Southern League of the NSW Soccer Association 
am was led into a new era by a new president, Adi 


Unwittingly, the NSW Association also sowed 
the seeds of its own destruction by this move. 

The “establishment” had a tignt grip on the ad- 
ministration of the game in NSW, with a strict 
rule of no promotion from or relegation to the 
Southern League, which was in effect the Second 
Division of the State League.

In 1954 Sydney Austral won the Southern Lea-‘ 
gue, followed by Prague in 1955 and finally 
Hakoah in 1956 

By that time Austral and Prague were, some- 
what begrudgingly, accepted into the State Lea- 


gue. 

Hakoah trounced Manly 5-0 in the Southern 
League grand final but was denied the opportunity 
to advance into the higher grade. 

Incensed by the Association’s decision, Hakoah 
president Walter Sternberg and other leading 
members of the Blue-and-White outfit were in- 
strumental in the formation of the breakaway 
NSW Federation of Soccer Clubs, which revolu- 
tionised the game in Australia. 

Those were heady days, with Hakoah hitting the 
front from the start by winning the pre-season 
Kennard Cup competition (later to become the 
Ampol Cup) in 1957. 

Honor followed honor from then on, Hakoah 
capturing the Ampol Cup, Federation Cup, pre- 
mierships and championships, Interstate Ampol 
Cup, two Australian Cup competitions and the 
State Cup through the years. : 

Its greatest achievement was in 1968, when the 
Jewish club set a record which will be hard to 
equal 

In that memorable 1968 season Hakoah won 
every trophy for which it competed — the Ampol 
Cup, the Interstate Ampol Cup, league pre- 
miership, league championship and the Australia 
Cup. 

For good measure, the Australia Cup final was 
fought out against Melbourne Hakoah, keeping the 
affair “in the family’’. 

The stars of Hakoah’s magnificent 1968 achieve- 
ments were: [an Hillsdon, Alan Marnoch, Ray 
Baartz, Peter Fuzes and Robert Fekete. 

They were coached to their triumphs by former 
English international Doug Holden, who was earl- 
ier a brilliant left-winger with Hakoah. 

The quality of that team was the natural succes- 
sion to the standards set from the late fifties. 

While Hakoah was formed as a vehicle for 
providing an outlet for the sport instincts of young 
Jews in Sydney, with characteristic single-mind- 
edness the Blues’ leadership set about building a 
top flight professional team as they advanced up 
the ladder of success. 

Walter Sternberg, Ben Nathan, Karl Rodny, 
Maurice Pozniak and Sam Fiszman were the men 
at the helm during these years of triumph and con- 
stant struggle to improve. 

Under Sternberg’s guidance the foundations 
were laid for the greatest boom in Australian soc- 
cer, when — in association with Prague and 
Sydney Austral — a group of brilliant professional 
soccer players were enticed from Austria, Hol- 
land and Israel to play with the Sydney clubs. 

These actions led to Australia’s suspension 
from FIFA but also launched the greatest boom 
soccer has ever had — or is likely to have — in this 
land. 

Tens of thousands flocked to first-class matches 
each week, attendance records were broken with 
monotnous regularity and on one memorable oc- 
casion a floodlit Ampol Cup double-header in 
Sydney saw some two dozen first division Eu- 
ropean players paraded by the four teams be- 
tween them. 

Hakoah was in the thick of things, fielding in 
1961 and 1962 what was arguably the best club side 
yet seen in Australia. 

It included Scottish World Cup star Jock Aird, 
Austrian ball artists such as Victor Mach, Heinz 
Wenzl, Adolf Blutsch, Peter Hrnelr and Karl 
Jaros, brilliant Israelis Rafi Levy and Gerry 
Chaldi, one of the best Australian players ever 
produced in Ray “‘Whoopee” Neal and the unsung 
but nonetheless first rate half back, New Zealand 
international Ron Kearns. 

And there were more to come through the 
years, such as Heinz Dolezal from Austria, Matt 
Woods from the English First Division, Leo 
Baumgartner and Herb Ninaus who transferred to 
the Blues after first making their mark with Pra- 
gue. 

In an outward-looking policy, Hakoah also es- 
tablished strong links with our neighbours in New 
Caledonia, paying two visits to the French Island 








and bringing over two of their players, Mark 
Biciw and Marcel Ataua, to improve their soccer 
by playing against Australia’s very best. 
Ataua, in particular, performed well, becoming 
a reliable member of the all-conquering 1968 


squad. 

One shouldn't forget big Billy Hume from New 
Zealand, or former British stars Trevor and David 
Edwards. Then there was Scottish striker Jim 
Christie and Brazilian wizard Aggie Muniz. 

The list is almost endless. 

While by this time the original ideal of an all- 
Jewish team was an impossibility, several out- 
standing Jewish players — apart from the two Is- 
raelis — played in Hakoah colors. 

Former Hungarian First Division start with 
MTK Budapest, Jules Forgacs, played a promi- 
nent part in early Federation successes. 

On the other hand Peter Fuzes and Robert 
Feketa came to prominence through the club’s 
junior ranks. 

Fuzes went on to become Australia’s goalkee- 
per against Scotland in the late sixties, but the un- 
doubted favourite of Hakoah fans was — and still 
remains to this day — Robert Fekete. 

Quiet and unassuming, he virtually had to be 
pushed into the first team, taking the place of the 
great Leo Baumgariner, but then went on to a long 
and distinguished career which was prematurely 
ended by an accident at work. 

Prominent and capable coaches were in charge 
of Hakoah's efforts through the years, such as the 
first full-time manager ever to be employed by an 
Australian club, Jack Gibbons, George Azzopardi, 
Australia's first World Cup supreme Tiko Jelisav- 
cic, the earlier mentioned Doug Holden, Karl 
Jaros and Matt Woods, to name some of them. 


In later times. the coaching position was sur- 
rounded by considerable controversy until Eddie 
Thomson stabilised it in 1980, winning the NSL 
championship in his first three years as coach. 


Dave Maclaren, later with South Melbourne 
Hellas, chalked up great successes, like the 1974 
NSW premiership (World Cup star Jimmy 
Mackay played for Hakoah that year) but they 
were interspersed by failures, which Hakoah’s fi- 
nicky fans always found hard to tolerate. 


Gerry Chaldi took over the reins in mid-1976 
after returning from Israel, and almost immedi- 
ately transformed a struggling and dispirited 
team into one that won the State Cup. Under his 
judicious coaching, Hakoah won the inaugural 
NSL championship in 1977, finished runner-up the 
following-year and captured the top four cup in 
1978. 


Chaldi left the club to join West Adelaide Hellas 
in 1980, and so Thomson was elevated to the posi- 
tion of coach. He played as well at first, but then 
decided to concentrate only on coaching — with 
spectac.lar results.
